Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the 
film poster entitled: 

Bookworm Bitches 

is Not Approved. 

The DVD Slick is not approved because of the text on the front and back covers of the slick. It 
strongly implies the abuse of the teacher/pupil relationships and is likely to be injurious to the public 
good. It implies that young persons are involved in this type of relationship by referring to women as 
young girls, sexually inexperienced and under parental control. It states they will have to have sex with 
their teachers to get better grades. The slick is designed to present the sexual harassment of young 
persons by adult mentors as legitimate sexual material for arousal. 

The Classification Office has weighed the competing considerations of the issues raised above and the 
right to freedom of expression set out in section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. The 
nature of the text on the slick make it likely that, if it were to be submitted under si 3(1) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, it would be classified as objectionable. The likely 
injury to the public good caused by the availability of this advertising material is its potential to promote 
the abuse of teacher/pupil relationships and the sexual exploitation of young persons. The slick is 
therefore not approved. Such a limitation on the right to freedom of expression is justified in order to 
prevent likely injury to the public good.
